Question:  To  be  a  good  goalie  should  vou  be  able  to  -movr  all  the  good 
pla7/-ers  in  the  ".I!,l.  (their  moves,  shots,  habits)?  Is  this  impossible 
VT-th  all  the  r:ood  plaT3rs  today? 

Answer:  No  it  isin't  impossible.  Obviously  the  best  goaltenders  ■'.'ould 
Icnc.-J  that.  It's  not  absolutel"'-  imperative  because  everjrbody  has  to  start 
somevrhere  and  learn.  This  is  why  goaltenders  generally  get  better  as 
they  get  older.  Tliis  is  the  trend  right  nc'  and  goaltenders  don't 
usually  reach  their  peak  until  their  thirties.  It  obviously  isin't 
your'e  nhvsical  peak  that  your'e  reaching  but  other  things. 


Question:  Gump  Worsely  has  said  that  there  are  no  good  ■'-oung  goalies 
because  all  ycj-ng  goalies  have  been  discouraged  because  of  the  dangers 
of  this  position, 

Ansv'er:  This  is  possible.  V'hen  your'e  a  kid  the  danger  isin't  involved 
because  kids  can't  shoot  hard  and  it  dosen't  hurt  that  '^ich.  Although 
your'e  father  might  say  to  -^'ou  ''it's  not  good  to  be  a  goalie  your'e  going 
to  gBt  hurt'',  the  kid  as  far  as  his  own  p-:rsonnal  experiences  dosen't 
find  that.  It  is  only  later  when  it  is  too  late  to  play  any  other 
position  vou  remain  a  goaltend^r  or  you  quit.  It  is  only  then  when  it 
becomes  dangerous. 

Question;  'ihat  would  37our'e  immediate  reaction  be  if  Bcbbv  Hull  had  a 
break  away  and  woun^^  up  for  a  slap  shot? 

Answer;  'ear!  Depending  on  where  he  shot  it  from  there  is  almost  nothing 
you  can  do.  You  try  to^'-covor  as  r^ch  net  as  you  can.  K  he  is  in 
within  forty  feet  and  hits  any  comer  t^en  it  is  phi'sically  impossible 
for  anybody  to  move  that  fast.  In  that  case  there  is  nothing  vou  can 
do.  You  make  it  as  though  your'e  covering  most  of  the  net  to  dis 
discourage  him  to  a  degree  and  hope  he  hits  me  or  misses  the  net. 

Question:  Does  the  puck  travel  so  fast  that  you  cannot  see  it? 

Ansrvrer:  What  happens  is  like  a  screen  shot.  You  always  see  the 
puck  when  it  is  first  bit  and  in  the  first  tvjo  or  three  feet  of  fli'ght 
and  from  that  point  you  have  to  move,  I.E.  On  a  screen  shot  you  see  it

seeing  the  puck  in  its  first  few  feet  of  flight  and  raoving  accordingly. 

Question:  'Jliat  kind  of  mask  do  you  use? 

AnsX''er:  I  use  the  Jacjue  Plante  mask,  Unf ortunatley  mine  dosen't  fit 
quite  properly  otherwise  I  would  use  it,  I  find  it  ver^^  protective. 
It  stays  away  from  the  face  in  nost  areas. 

Question;  Can  -"ou  tell  us  about  the  helmets  attach-^d  to  the  mask  incase 
of  injuries  to  the  head? 

-'inswer:  First  of  all  it  c^oes  not  happen  veri^  often.  In  college  I 
rernenber  we  had  to  "ear  a  protective  fibre  pad  attached  to  the  face  mask, 

•Question:  Your'e  neck  is  not  protected  at  all,  whv  not? 

Answer:  '"Jhen  vou  are  in  your  crouch  "-our  chest  pad  moves  up  and  vour 
head  sort  of  do\m.  In  that  way  it  is  protected. 

Question:  >Jhat  do  vou  do  when  a  player  has  a  breakawav  or  a  penalty  shot, 
do  you  iT-ake  the  first  neve? 

Answer:  It  denends,  the  logical  thing  to  do  is  move  out  cradually  and 
then,  as  he  is  moving  in  closer  to  you,  you  gradually  move  back  too. 
Sometimes  it  -epends  on  the  person  involved,  you  may  know  he  is  going  to 
shoot  or  pull  the  goaltender  and  you  adjust  3'-ourself  accordin<^ly. 
Sometimes  its  good  to  fake  the  plaj'-er  as  he  is  faking  you  and  fa!:e 
as  though  j'-our'e  going  to  one  side  to  draw  him  to  the  other.  On  a 
breakaway  it  depends  where  yoitr'e  defenseman  are.  If  the  defensoman  ■ 
is  very  near  then  you  move  out  more  because  if  he  tries  to  go  off  to  the 
side  the  person  behind  him  can  hook  him. 

Question:  TJhat  do  you  think  of  the  three  goalie  system? 

Answer:  I  think  the  two  goalie  system  is  better  because  you  play  mora. 
The  more  you  play  the  better  ^^ou   ^et.  Goalies  who  are  of  age  like  Phil, 
Regie  and  rryself  are  carable  of  plaArLng  fifty  games  each.  Perhaps  with 
Minnesntta  it  vras  a  good  thinr',  ^'orsley  is  onlv  capable  of  pla-'T.ng  twenty 
games.  It  was  tremendous  for  St,  Louis.  Plante  and  Hall  are  great  goalies. 
If  -"-ou  play  them  for  more  than  thirty  games  then  ""-ou  reduce  their  efficiencv, 
but  if  you  play  it  that  x^ay  they  vrill   be  tremendous  for  you.  'Jakely 
is  also  a  good  goalie. 

Question;  I'Jhat  do  "ou  think  of  the  >T.de  open  stvle  of  play?1.3.  Giacomin 

Ans-.-jer;  Giacomin  is  onick  erouph  so  that  he  can  do  this.  If  I  tried 
going  out  to  the  blue  line  I  probably  worldn't  make  it  back  in  time. 
You  have  to  decide  for  yourself  from  trving  it  a  few  times  howT  far  you 
can  get  out  and  get  back.  Its  the  same  xath  cutting  angles.  You  can 
cut  anc'les  all  day  but  if  -""ou  can  not  get  back  in  then  there  is  no 
real  advantage  to  going  ovt.  You  have  to  adjust,  you  go  out  as  far  as 
far  as  -^^ou  can  make  it  back  in. 

Question:  How  long  should  a  goalie  last  irith  all  the  pressures,  nerves  ect, 

Ansvjer:  It  depends  on  the  individual,  some  people  feel  the  pressure 
and  put  more  pressure  on  themselves  more  than  others.

EXAMINER  :  How  m.uch  is  the  board  involved  with  the  school  ? 

Mr.  Pat"i.erson  :  We  are  not  involved  in  the  day  to  d^y  running 
of  the  school  .   The  board  doe:.,  however  have  the  unusual  res- 
poncibilties  of  appointing  a  nevi-  Headmaster  .   We  are  largely 
involved  with  the  financip.l  aspects  of  the  school.   The  Board 
loes  get  into  su?h  things  as  dress  ,  but  then  everyone  has  their 
own  opinion  on  dress  and  behaviour  . 

EXAMINER  :  How  much  time  lo  yo  put  i   with  tLie  school  ? 

Mr.  Pat'erson   :  It  is  hara  to  say  as  I  only  took  over  in  June 
and  this  is  a  very  unusual  ye-^^r  p.s   we  are  looking  for  a  new 
He-.dmaster  ,  which  is  sor^.ething  we  h^ven  '  t  done  in  over  twenty- 
six  years  .  This  is  being  handled  by  three  members  of  the  board  , 
We  are  also  planning  advisory  commitees  fo. r  the  board  with  par- 
ental and  possibly  student  participation  .   We  normally  have 
our  monthly  meetin-js  with  a  meeting  of  tha  e^;ecutive  comit  e 
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before  this  .   Iseem  to  "be  on  the  phone  with  the  school  every- 
day ,  (On  the  flood  in  the  fcasepient)  we  will  be  meeting  with 
the  insurance  company  -  bout  the  flood  .   We  are  fortunate  that 
we  have  Dr.  Speirs  who  is  more  than  capable  of  running  the  s 
school  . 

EXAMINER  :  How  many  boar ^  members  are  their  ? 

Mr.  Pat  erson  :  The  Board  corsists  of  fifteen  members  ,  it  was 
enlarged  from  t;velve  this  year  . 

EXAMINER  :  To  you  know  if  there  are  any  plana  to  enlarge  the 
sports  facilities  of  the  school  . 

Mr,  Pat'  erson  :  r.\,   ^.^esr^nl:  there  are  no  funis  available  at  pres- 
ent .   I  would  guess  that  the  majority  of  people  would  like  to 
take  adv^^ntage  of  the  available  fricilities  .   If  we   ere  to  build 
we  woul  -  like  to  see   an  artificial  hockey  rink  .or  to  band  to- 
gether with  other  people  ,  and  not  to  bus  people  all  ov.r  the 
city  ab  ve  are  now  . 

EXAMIITER  :  Can  you  see  in  the  near  future  the  addition  of  a  French 
lab  . 

Mr.  Pat'  erson   :   The  matter  has  come  up  in  the  past  and.  at  the 
time  cf  expansion  there  was  no  one  willing  to  donate  a  French 
lab  .   The  whole  subject  of  te  ching  French  was  gone  into  ,  but 
there  was  no  descion  for  or  a.gainst  , 

EXAMINER  :  fflo  you  think  that  in  future   Selwyn  House  ,  because 
bilingu-.li'^m  is  playing  such  a  large  role  in  Quebec  ,  tha:.  S.H.S 
might  becomie  completely  Bilingual  ? 

Mr.  Pat'.ersom  :  S.H.S.   has  always  been  an  English  speaking  school 
and  English  will  always  be  th^  principal  language  of  the  school, 
but  we  hope   that  the  boys  learning   french  at  the  school  will 
have  a  greater   facility  with  the  language  when  th  y  leave  t?i  e 
school  . 

EXAMINER  :  If  there  are  no   immediate  plans  for  a  language  lab 
will  their   be  more  emphasis  on  the  oral  aspect  of  French  ? 

Mr.  Patierson  :  Yes  ,  this  is -.the  present  line  of  thinking  at  the 
moment  however  we  have  yst  to  formulate  a  definite  formula  but 
this  is  one  of  the  principles  on  our  minds  .   Bilinguilism  for 
the  boy  is  our  m.ain  concern   .   In  many  cases  the  attitude  to 
learni::g  French  is  less  than  conducive  to  learning  a  language  . 
Making  French  a  living  language   for  the  English  boy  would  help. 
EXSMINER":  Are  there  any  plans  for  any  future  plans  for  extensions 
to  the  school  ? 

Mr~Pat-' erson  :  I  'don't  think  thatvthe  City  of  Westmcunt  would 
let  us  unless  the  we  initially  tear  down  the  houses  behind  us 
Al.  o  we  are  still  financially  digesting  the  last  expansion  and 

we  still  have  to  raise  ^70,000  .        ^  ...^^

OID  !40ITTREAL  TRIP  -  Porm  III 


In  early  December, 1970, about  twenty  boys  from  Form  III  joined 
me  for  a  day- trip  around  Montreal.  The  crisp  winter  air  of  a 
Saturday  morning  gave  us  a  good  start  at  the  Wax  lluseum  en 
Queen  Mary  Road.

Our  next  visit  was 
to  the  R")raan  Catholic  Cathedral (Marie-Reine  du  Monde)  which 
is  situated  on  the  eastern  border  of  the  Square.  The  boys  were 
impressed  with  the  luxurious  finish  of  the  interior.

After  leaving  the  cathedral, we  moved  east  along  Dorchester 
Boulevard, and  visited  the  "Irish  Catholic  Cathedral"  of  Montreal, 
namely  St,  Patrick's.  We  noted  the  difference  in  architecture 
between  the  two  places  of  worship. 

Following  this, nearly  everyone  was  beginning  to  feel  hungry, and 
so  we  wended  our  way  towards  Eaton' s,whero  we  met  Dr.  Speirs, 
who  was  our  guest  for  lunch.

Ever  since  it  v;as  announced  that  this  was  to,ye- 
gretahly, .    Dr.  Speirs's  last  year  as  Headmaster  of  Selwyn 
House  School  most  of  the  students  and  parents  associated 
with  S;i;.;,r.  H(.  -o.  have  heen  anticipating  the  apx  ointment  of 
a  New  Hec^inaster  for  Selwyn  House  .   It  was  learnt  early 
this  year  that  the  name  of  the  new  Headmaster  was  Mr.  Alexis 
Troubetzkoy  .   Besides  the  obvious  fact  that  he  is  of  Russian 

ancestry  this  tells  us  little  about  the  man  .   To  remedy 
this  situation  the  EXAMIKER  decided  to  have  a  look  at  our 
New  Heaimaster  an  his  preliminary  views  of  the  school. 

His  imposing  stature  suggests  a  stern  character 
but  he  soon  puts  one  at  ease  as  only  a  3chool-ma.ster  c?-in  . 
He  was  born  in  Paris  and  is  fluent  in  several  languages  . 
Mr.  Troubetzkoy  has  a  first  cl^ss  teaching  certificate  and 
has  taught  at  St.  Stephens  School  in  Rome  ,  B.C.S.  in  the 
Eastern  Townshipa  and  is  presentlj^  at  Aprelby  in  Ontario  . 
In  a  confident  manner  he  admits  to  having  thought  twice 
about  coming  to  Quebec  .   Being  a  former  resident  of  the  pr- 
ovince he  recognizes  the  unique  style  of  living  available 
in  Quebec  . 

The  role  of  a  school  such  as  Selwyn  H  ouse  in  his 
mind  is  twofolft  .   Firstly  it  should  develop  each  boy  to  rea- 
lie-e  his  own  ptential  and  uniqueness  .Secon.ly  it  should  help 
teach  a  boy  to  help  society  .  At  the  moment  he  believes  that 
the  school  is  doing  this  . 

Mr.  Troubetzkoy  is  an  avid  siorts::ien  and  was  rathe-r 
horrified  to  find  that  some  boys  at  this  school  managed  to 
go  through  a  week  without  any  physical  exercise  .   Altruisti- 
caly  he  woull  like  to  see  every  boy  partaking  in  some  form 
of  sport  for  at  least  one  and  a  half  hour's  a  day  .   Idealy 
he  would  like  to  see  every  boy  on   some  team  every  season  . 
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He  also  expressed  the  opinion  that  every  boy  should  t;- ke  part 
in  at  least  one  contact  sport  .   He  admits  that  this  scheme  is 
impractical  with  the  present  available  facilities  . 

His  general  impressions  of  the  school  are  good  , 
He  noted  however  thrt  he  had  seen  several  shirtails  and  ties 
at  halfranst  .   More  emphasis   should  be  put  on  clubs  and 
societies  as  well  as  other  extra-curiculsr  activities  .   On 
the  subject  of  the  Students  Council  he  has  t>e  impression  that 
the  students  themselves  are  not  too  sure  about  this  subject 
themselves  . 

.  ;;•.;   When  asked  what  kind  of  disciplinarian  he  considered 
himself  his  only  comment  was  "  reasonable  "  .   He  certainly 
asserted  that  he  saw  no  future  abolishment  of  caning  at  Selwyn 
House  .   He  also  notes  that  phys:-/al  age  alone  does  not  dictate 
the  use  of  corporal  punishment  and  that  boys  over  sixteen 
did  not  necesarily  have  a  guarantee  that  they  would  not  be 
caned   IF  they  deserved  it 

It  should  be  rememb'ired  that   Mr.  Troubetzkoy  has 
only  spent   apcroxiraately  four  dajjs  at  Selwyn  House  and  all 
the  opinions  expressed  in  this  interview  are  only  his  pre  - 
liminary  views  .   We  at  the  EXAMINER  congratulate  Mr.  Traubetz- 
koy  on  his  ap^  ointment  and  wish  him  luck  next  year  as  Headmaster 
of  Selwyn  House  .   We  also  thank  Mr.  Troubetzkoy  for  kindly  let- 
ting us  have  som-e  of  his  time  .
